The destruction of books by insects in 
the tropics is an annoyance of nv scrious 
character, that no excuse is necesyary for 
calling nttention to tha precautions recom- 
mended by the trastess in the Museum 


‘Notes issued under the authority df tha 


Government of India, as they are equally 
applicable to the libraries in all tropical 
countri¢s.. In the report we are informed 
that the “most troublesome insect in the 
libraries in Calcutta is a minute beetle, 
Pitodrepa panicea, ‘This cosmopolitan book- 
maggot drills pin-holea through and through 
the cover and‘body of a book, too often 
effecting its complete destruction. The only 
other insects which have been noticed as 
causing any considerable damage sro white 
ants and cockroaches, The first dovour 
the books, wholesale, but are oasily pre- 
yented from gaining access to them by plac- 
ing the shelves upon tho stone insulators 
commonly in use ; while the second merely 
defaco the bindings, se are of less import-

‘100 per cent., 34 taels out of 7} tacls re- 
piosenting the cost of collecting the other 
four tals { 

The effect of such a system hardly 
requires to be.emphasized, It effectually, 
if not designedly,throttles-every branch of 


trade except those ondowed. with a special- |’ 


ly robust vitality, almost to the point of 
complete strangulation. Now, as Mr Jame- 
son remarks with much force in his Consular 
roport on the trade and commorcs of 
Shanghai for 1895, China is-a country--of 
vast potential wealth: but of very little 
realized wealth. She has little gold or 
silver to give in exchanga for the commodi- 
ties of other countries, and her power: to 
purchase depends entirely upon her ability 
to bring her produce to market. She has 
8 most fertile soil, a bonign climate, and a 
hardworking and frugal popalation. There 
is nothing that the world desires that sho 
cannot produce in abundance. But to 
bring hor produce to markot she requires 
facilities for internal transit across the vast 
distances which separate many of the most. 
productive districts from the seaboard, and 
instead of facilities she gots nothing from 
hor rulers but the Impusition of over hea- 
vier fetters.. On this point, at least, there 
can ba no doubt asto: the identity of her 
own interests and of those of foreign trade. 
Btiniulate hor power to digpose freely of her 
produce and youwill stimulate togother 
with her‘own powers of production her pow- 
er also to buy your manufactures, 

But. it has beer argued that'so long as 
ti-in dues are-not levied indirect infraction 
of trosty stipulations and to the specific 
detrimont of individual foreign merchants, 
one cannot even in the interesta of foreign 
trade or of tha population of China enforca 
upon the Chinese Government tho aban- 
donment of jts auigidal economic ‘policy in 
thia any moro than in other matters of in- 
ternal meladministration, With rogard-to 
likin dues on foreign goods thero can acar- 
cooly be any doubt that they constitute an 
infraction of our treaties with China, For-| 
tho Troaty of Non-king, which was reaf- 
firmed in the subsequent Treaty of Tien- 
tgin, was only ratified subject to'a declaras 
tion sigued by the Chi ese andl ‘English 
Plenipetentiaries ip he following year that 
‘after payment of the conventional tariff and.

The treatment used in the library of tha 
Revente Dopartment was that of disinfect- 
ing the books by pouring a small quantity 
of refined benzine into the ereyices of tha 
hinding,-and_then—shuttingup-the-vol 
for-a fow-days-in-a-close-fitting: box-to_pre- 
vent the escape of the fumes. The books 
so dealt with were afterwards rubbed ovor 
lightly with the finest kerosene or parafiin 
oil, which should be rubbed off. with 5 cloth 
before it has time to’ penetrate into the 
hinding.. This-renders tho -books, to a 
great oxtent, distasteful to insects, without 
causing sericus injury. It is objectionable 
an account of the odour of the oil, but has 
the recommendation of hannlassness com- 
bined with considerable officiency. cz 

In the Royal Botanic Gardens at Libporoa 
8 different system has been adopted. It 
consists in brushing the books over with p 
saturated’ solution of corrosive sublimate, 


made by keoping o fow lumps of tho poi- | p 


son at the bottom of a bottle of the ordin- 
ary motRylated spirit, so tliat it may be- 
come saturated. Grent care should,’ of 
course, be taken in handling this solution, 
on. secount of ite exocedingly poisonous 
nature. 7 
In tho Indien Museum Library, where 
the books are kept in clese-fitting glass 
cases with a few lymps of solid napthaline 
upon cach shelf, -little or no. damage is 
caused by insects.‘ : , 
Tho .paste used in binding the books in 
the Indian Museum is poisoned by adding 
about half an ounce of sulphate of copper 
to cach pound of paste. B. N. B. Herald. |
